Multimillion-dollar renova¬ 
tions of Halifax Stanfield 
International Airport will 
pull the facility ahead of the 
pack in Canada, airport staff 
said on Thursday 

Dean Bouchard, director 


of infrastructure, said the 
airport is upgrading its bag¬ 
gage system, and Halifax will 
be the only airport in the 
country to have the advanced 
screening system in both its 
domestic/international and 
trans-border check-in halls. 

“This will be one of the 
leading check-in halls in the 
country,” Bouchard said, as 
passengers toted luggage 
throughout the hall. 

The upgrade is part of a 
$44.5-million project that 
will also see renovations to 
the check-in area and facade 
of the departures side of the 
terminal building.

The number of passengers at the airport 
has grown by 50 per cent since the 
check-in hall was last renovated in igg8. 


Bouchard said a fioor-to- 
ceiling glass wall will comple¬ 
ment a new raised roof — 
about nine metres high — in 
the check-in hall, which will 
mirror the arrivals section. 
The check-in counter will also 
be moved back about nine 
metres to add more self-serve 


check-in kiosks, a technology 
that the hall wasn’t designed 
to accommodate. 

“It will give us more space 
to revamp the layout, make 
better use of technology and 
create more circulation,” 
Bouchard said, adding the 
upgrades will position the 
airport to meet the needs of 
future growth. 

Construction will take 
place over the next year. Pas¬ 
sengers will notice construc¬ 
tion in the passenger drop-off 
and check-in areas. The work 
will be done in phases and 
signs will posted to direct 
passengers.

The mother of a teenage boy 
who was kidnapped and sex¬ 
ually assaulted for days says she 
was overwhelmed to see her 
son’s abuser in court, admitting 
she wanted him to suffer after 
hearing him plead guilty to the 
charges. 

With her hands shaking and 
emotion straining her voice, 
the woman said outside court 
that her 16-year-old son is tiy- 
ing to put behind him the days 
of captivity and abuse inflicted 
on him last September in a 
home in rural Nova Scotia. 

The mother, who cannot be 
identified, said she didn’t antici¬ 
pate how difiicult it would be to 
hear David James LeBlanc plead 
guilty to kidnapping, forcible 
confinement, sexual assault, 
uttering threats and breach of 
conditions. 

“It was hard,” she said. “As a

LeBlanc, 48, entered the 
pleas Thursday in Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court in Bridgewater, 
where two other charges — 
sexual assault causing bod¬ 
ily harm and administering a 
noxious substance with intent 
to cause bodily harm — were 
withdrawn. 

Slumped in a wheelchair 
and with his thin hands clasped 
on his lap, LeBlanc said he 
understood the charges and the 
maximum penalties that come

LeBlanc was charged after a 
woman reported in September 
that a barefoot teenager ar¬ 
rived at her doorstep in Upper 
Chelsea, about 130 kilometres 
southwest of Halifax, chained 
at his wrists and ankles. 

LeBlanc was arrested 
Sept. 30 in northern Ontario 
after a Canada-wide manhrmt. 

The boy’s mother said out¬ 
side court that her son went 
with a man on the promise of 
a painting job, but said he was 
drugged and woke up in chains. 
She said he escaped once and 
was recaptured, but finally got 
away. 

Crown prosecutor Lloyd 
Tancock said the guilty pleas 
mean that what would have 
likely been a lengthy trial with 
up to 20 witnesses v^l now not 
go ahead. 

He said it also shielded the 
young victim from having to 
testify or endure a difficult

Experts say new ideas,

The latest survey on drug 
use among students proves 
the status quo isn’t working, 
health experts say. 

The 2012 Nova Scotia Stu¬ 
dent Drug Use Survey shows 
alcohol and marijuana use 
haven’t declined since the 
last survey in 2007, though 
tobacco use has fallen. 

Nearly half of the re¬ 
spondents had used alcohol, 
and more than one-quarter 
reported engaging in binge 
drinking. More woriying was 
the number of students who 
said they had driven within 
an hour of having drinks or 
had unplanned sex while 


under the influence. 

Chief public health officer 
Dr. Robert Strang said the re¬ 
sults show the urgent need 
for a culture shift around the 
use of alcohol. 

“We need to be prepared, 
collectively, to do things veiy 
differently,” he said. “Let’s 
learn from tobacco, where we 
had the courage and willing¬ 
ness to do some things pretty 
differently.” 

The survey also includ¬ 
ed questions about mental 
health for the first time, with 
results one expert called “dis¬ 
maying.” 

Nearly one-quarter of the 
respondents met the criteria 
for somewhat elevated de¬ 
pressive symptoms, and near¬ 
ly 20 per cent had seriously 
considered suicide in the year 
before the survey. 

“Certainly we see many, 
many youth ... who come in 
suicidal, so that part doesn’t 
surprise me,” said Dr. Kath¬ 
leen Pajer, chief of the fWK’s 
department of psychiatry. “It 
was dismaying.”

willing to talk. 

“Part of a kid’s job is to 
tiy new things and do risky 
things, but some kids get 
snared and other kids don’t,” 
she said. “The kids who are 
generally resilient ... most 
often have someone in their 
lives who they’re connected 


to and they trust.”

No booze in stores: Top doc 


Nova Scotia’s chief medical 
officer says a proposal from 
the Progressive Conservative 
party of Nova Scotia to allow 
the sale of beer and wine 
in grocery stores would in¬ 
crease alcohol abuse among 
minors. 

“We know from literature 
and evidence that increasing 
access to alcohol, privatiz¬ 
ing the sale of alcohol would 
... especially make it much 


more easy for youth to ac¬ 
cess and purchase alcohol,” 
said chief public health offi¬ 
cer Dr. Robert Strang. 

The Tories released a dis¬ 
cussion paper on Thursday 
asking for public input on the 
idea. A press release suggests 
taxpayers aren’t getting good 
value from the NSLC, stating 
the operating expenses have 
doubled in the past decade, 
while sales have remained 


the same. 

“The way we sell beer 
and wine is outdated and 
it’s time we look at mod¬ 
ern ways to serve customers 
and create jobs,” PC party 
leader Jamie Baillie said in 
a release. 

Finance Minister Maureen 
MacDonald said Thursday 
the PC government of John 
Hamm already concluded the 
current model best serves 


the interests of taxpayers, 
and said she has no plans 
to change provincial liquor 
laws. 

Joan Jessome, president 
of the Nova Scotia Govern¬ 
ment & General Employees 
Union, also came out strong¬ 
ly against the idea of priva¬ 
tization, calling it a “des¬ 
perate” attempt to create a 
“political wedge issue.”

About 25 people donned 
brightly coloured T-shirts for 
the walk through thick fog 
around the downtown Hali¬ 
fax landmark. 

The inaugural event mir¬ 
rored a larger, nine-day trek 
by former NHL player Theo 
Fleuiy from Toronto to Ot¬ 


tawa dubbed the Victor Walk. 

Fleuiy is raising funds for 
several child sexual abuse 
organizations and demand¬ 
ing the federal government 
impose tougher sentences on 
offenders. 

Event organizer Kim 
Peters said the issue has re¬ 
cently come to the forefront 
in Nova Scotia. 

She dedicated the Halifax 
walk to 17-year-old Rehtaeh 
Parsons, who committed 
suicide in April. Her family 
alleges she was sexually as¬ 
saulted in 2011 and a digital 
photo of the incident shared 


around her school. 

“Theo Fleuiy had men¬ 
tioned her during his walk, 
so we wanted to reflect that,” 
Peters said as she made her 
way down Sackville Street 
with the pack as music blast¬ 
ed through a megaphone. 

A young girl participat¬ 
ing in the walk, who did not 
want to be identified, said 
her father is currently behind 
bars after being convicted of 
sexual abuse.

“I am agreed to have a law¬ 
yer, no problem,” said Chiheb 
Esseghaier, appearing in a To¬ 
ronto court by video link from 
jail Thursday morning. 

“But I wish this lawyer can 
co-operate with me, because I 
need the holy book as reference 
for my judgment. I don’t want 
a book written by humans,” he 
said. 

The 30-year-old Montreal 
man told court during an ear¬ 
ner appearance he does not 
recognize the authority of the 
secular Criminal Code. 


Both Esseghaier and 35-year- 
old Raed Jaser of Toronto are 
charged with conspiracy to 
murder for the benefit of a ter¬ 
rorist group, participating in a 


terrorist group and conspiring 
to interfere with transportation 
facilities for the benefit of a ter¬ 
rorist group. 

The RCMP calls the case the 


first known alleged plot in Can¬ 
ada directed by al-Q^da. 

The justice of the peace told 
Esseghaier he would have to 
discuss his wishes with his law¬ 


yer once one has been assigned. 

He was scheduled to return 
to court Jrme 3 to provide an 
update on his request.

Radicals say they know 
suspect in street slashing 


A man seen with bloody hands 
wielding a butcher knife after 
the killing of a British soldier 
on the streets of London was 
described as a convert to Islam 
who took part in demonstra¬ 
tions with a banned radical 
group, two Muslim hard-liners 
said Thursday. 

Police raided houses in con¬ 
nection with the slaying. In 
addition to the two suspects 
who were hospitalized after be¬ 
ing shot by police, authorities 
said they had arrested a man 
and a woman, both 29, on sus¬ 
picion of conspiracy to murder. 

Authorities have not identi¬ 
fied either of the two wounded 
suspects. Ofiicials in Britain 
usually wait to name suspects 
until charges have been filed. 

Anjem Choudaiy, the for¬ 
mer head of the radical group 
al-Muhajiroun, told The As¬ 
sociated Press that the man 
depicted in a startling video of 
the event was named Michael 
Adebolajo, a Christian who 
converted to Islam around 
2003 and took part in several 
demonstrations by the group. 

The BBC broadcast a video 
from 2007 showing Adebolajo 
standing by Choudaiy at a rally. 

Omar Bakri Muhammad, 


who now lives in Lebanon 
but had been a radical Mus¬ 
lim preacher in London, also 
said he recognized the man as 
Adebolajo and said he attended

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Breast cancer. Ont. researcher explains breakthroi^ 


The lead researcher of a West¬ 
ern University breast-cancer 
study says he has identified 
new hormones that “may sup¬ 
press breast cancer and stimu¬ 
late the regression of breast 
tumours.” 

Prof John P. Wiebe’s work 
was recently published in the 
Breast Cancer Research journal. 

“Basically, we’ve got the 
first explanation of what causes 
receptor-negative breast can¬ 
cer,” said Wiebe, who works in 


London, Ont. 

There are two types of breast 
cancer: receptor-negative and 
receptor-positive. Receptor¬ 
negative cases, which Wiebe 
says have the higher mortality 
rate of the two, do not respond 
to hormonal therapies such as 
tamoxifen. That means patients 
are forced into chemo or radia¬ 
tion therapy immediately. 

Wiebe’s discoveiy, however, 
could turn the tide.

Duffy, Mac Harb and Patrick 
Brazeau. 

The police asked for docu¬ 
ments related to the Senate’s 
travel and expenses policies. 

A debate is still raging 
over whether Conservatives 
on a committee reviewing 
Dufly’s expenses white¬ 
washed their report into 
the matter. The controversy 
grew Thursday as the Con¬ 


servative in charge of the 
probe admitted he got advice 
from Stephen Harper’s team. 

Sen. David Tkachuk, one 
of a three-member special 
subcommittee studying 
Duffy’s housing expenses, 
told Maclean’s magazine 
that he spoke to people in 
Harper’s office — including 
former chief of staff Nigel 
Wright — about the issue. 

Duffy spoke out Thursday 
for the first time since the 
scandal erupted last week, 
insisting that he looks for¬ 


ward to a complete airing of 
all the facts and dismissing 
suggestions he should resign 
his Senate seat. 

The former broadcaster 
literally blew out air in ap¬ 
parent exasperation when 
asked if he felt he should re¬ 
sign, instead saying that he’d 
be back at work in the Sen¬ 
ate next week. 

“Why wouldn’t 1?” 
Duffy asked reporters as he 
climbed into his vehicle on 
Parliament Hill.

A band of thunderstorms bat¬ 
tered the Oklahoma City area 
Thursday, slowing cleanup 
operations in the town where 
a tornado killed 24 people 
and destroyed thousands of 
homes this week. 

The first of the funerals, 
for a nine-year-old girl killed 
at a Moore elementaiy school 
that took a direct hit in Mon¬ 
day’s storm, was held Thurs¬ 
day morning. A family photo 
showed the girl, Antonia Can¬ 
delaria, with a big smile and 
wearing a white sun hat. 


Children 


The medical examiner 
reported that six of the 
children who died at Plaza 
Towers school suffocated 
after being buried under 
a mass of bricks, steel and 
other materials as the 
building collapsed. 


• A seventh child, eight- 
year-old Kyle Davis, was 
killed instantly by a large 
stone or a beam that 
struck his neck. 


Early estimates indicate 
the tornado caused more 
than $2 billion US of damage 
in Moore. Whole subdivisions 
in the fast-growing commun¬ 
ity of 56,000 people were 
destroyed. Authorities esti¬ 
mated that as many as 13,000 
homes were damaged or de¬ 


stroyed and 33,000 people 
were affected. 

Two elementary schools 
were hit — one levelled — by 
Monday’s tornado. Candelaria 
was one of seven children 
who perished at the Plaza 
Towers Elementaiy School, 
a one-storey building with 
barely a wall left standing. 
Altogether, 10 children were 
killed, including two infants. 

Residents, allowed back 
into the damage zone, picked 
through enormous piles of 
debris. Shayne Patteson was 
among them, moving around 
the ruins of his three-bed- 
room home. All that was left 
was the tiny area where his 
wife hunkered down under 
a mattress to protect their 
three children when a torna¬ 
do packing winds of at least 
320 km/h slammed through 
his neighbourhood.

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Ukraine court cancels first gay-pride rally 


Swallow your 
prejudice. Event was 
cancelled last year due 
to threats from far right 


A Ukrainian court on Thursday 
banned what would have been 
Ukraine’s first-ever gay pride 
demonstration, upholding a 
suit by city authorities, who 


argued the rally would disturb 
annual Kiev Day celebrations 
and could spark violence. 

The ruling dashed the hopes 
of Ukraine’s gay and lesbian 
community, who planned 
to use the event to fight dis¬ 
crimination and derogatoiy 
stereotypes of gays. Last year, 
organizers cancelled the event 
at the last minute when right- 
wing activists gathered at its 
planned location, intent on 


beating up the participants. 
StiU, two leading activists were 
brutally beaten by radicals in 
subsequent weeks. 

While the recognition of 
gay rights advances in much 
of the West, antipathy toward 
homosexuals remains strong in 
Ukraine and other parts of the 
former Soviet Union. Homosex- 
uahty was a criminal offence in 
the USSR.

The defects and errors that 
led to the world’s deadliest

This male German cockroach is busy checking out a flavoured test substance 
dyed blue by researchers. On Thursday, scientists said they had discovered why 
anti-cockroach products — spedfically, sweet-tasting bait mixed with poison

RC: They sure do. The action 
scenes here feature the fan¬ 
ciest stunt driving this side 
of Evel Knievel.

Richard, Vin Diesel 
has less personality than 
some of the cars.

The truth 
is. I’d watch these movies if 
they used crash test dummies 
in the leads. The pyrotechnics 
are dazzling and the cars are 
great to look at. Toward the 
end of the film there’s a stunt 
that’s so breathtaking it tran¬ 
scends the actors involved. So 
Diesel is as good as the film 
needs him to be.

like many novels that are 
adapted for the big screen, the 
1925 F. Scott Fitzgerald liter- 
aiy classic has been reprinted 
with a movie tie-in cover featur¬ 
ing the stars — in this case, a 
tuxedo-clad Leonardo DiCaprio 
looming over his castmates 
in all their Roaring Twenties 
glamour. 

While movie tiein books 
can drive sales of novels, they 
can also irk some readers who 
And their imaginations tainted 
by the cinematic interpreta¬ 
tions depicted on the cover. 

“When you read the 


book, it doesn’t matter how 
they describe that charac¬ 
ter, you’re most likely going 
to see the cover character,” 
author David Korinetz, who 
runs the book distribution 
company Red Tuque Books in 
Penticton, B.G., said in a tele¬ 
phone interview.

What: Hot off directing the third highest grossing film 
ever (The Avengers), Joss Whedon turns to Shakespeare, 
the second greatest writer ever (after Stan Lee, of course), 
with some of his usuals (Nathan Pillion, Amy Acker) filling 
out the Bard’s comedy of errors. 

Why: Even if everyone’s terrible, it’s still Much Ado About 
Nothing. 

Why not: Some of the cast are reportedly terrible. And 
even with Keanu Reeves, it would be hard to top Kenneth 
Branagh’s 1993 version.

Top chefs share their ideas for making over everyone’s favourite buiid-it-yourseif meal 



Cali Vegetarian 

Santa-Barbara-based food 
and garden blogger Valerie 
Rice (Eat Drink Garden) 
uses lentils as the base for 
her taco, simmering them 
with tomato, garhc, red 
pepper, and a dash each of 
cumin and smoked paprika. 
The lentils get packaged 
in a soft com tortilla and 
topped with items such as 
roasted tomatillo salsa and 
guacamole. “My first go- 
roimd with these 1 wasn’t 
sure how it would go over 
with my meat-loving hus¬ 
band and sometimes picky 
daughters,” Rice wrote in 
an email. “But they were a 
total hit and now are part of 
our dinnertime rotation.” 


Persian-Inspired

Basil MacRae is impressed 
with a lot more about 
Nathan MacKinnon than 
just his Memorial Cup-lead¬ 
ing eight points. 

The former NHL tough 
guy turned Columbus Blue 
Jackets scout admits he’s 
witnessed a very rare talent 
in the Halifax Mooseheads 
forward. 

“When he’s on the ice, 
he’s always noticeable,” said 
MacRae of the Cole Harbour 
hockey product. 

“It’s not that it’s always 
a highlight-reel play. He 
blocks shots. He’s great 
at faceoffs. For me he’s a 
17-year-old kid who looks 
like he’s 22 or 23 years old 
— he’s very mature and is 
beyond his years.” 

So far, MacKinnon has an¬ 
swered all of his critics with 
his all-around performance 
at the Memorial Cup, emer¬ 
ging as the Herd’s biggest 
leader at the tournament.
